Dr* BIDIANU then gave me a summary of the position of the 
Legion which I would like to reproduce here io a few words , as I am 
sure that it will be of interest. 

Dr. SIDlAJtU said that the only starting point for the new 
persecution against the Legionnaires was the mistakes made by PATRASCU. 

It was known in Legionnaire circles that PATRASCU had contact with SIMA .". 

"BIDIANU said that it might be true that SI UA had sent his 
news to PATRASCU through the Catholic institutions in this country. But 
if this seems a little far-fetched, it is nevertheless known in all the 
Legionnaire circles that SIMA is collaborating with the Americans and...*.

PATRASCU' s mistake lay in the fact that he knew that all the 
Legionnaire leaders were at least aware of his connections with SIMA 
and should have realised that these would come to the ears of the authori- 
ties. Nevertheless, he kept up these ooatacts with SIMA and the result 
was the beginning of a new wave of persecution, against the Legion.”..* 
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
